Our  College 

Each  Alumna  of  Mary  Washington  College  is  justly  pround  of  her  Alma 
Mater.  The  growth  and  development  of  this  institution  under  the 
leadership  of  President  Morgan  L.  Combs  are  remarkable.  Dr.  Combs 
has  built  well  on  the  foundation  firmly  laid  by  his  predecessors  in 
the  Presidency  of  the  College.  During  the  past  ten  years  Mary  Wash- 
ington College  has  come  to  be  the  largest  women* s  college  in  Virginia 
and  one  of- the  largest  in  the  South. 

The  College  plant  is  estimated  to  be  worth  over  three  million  dollars. 
In  the  past  year  two  new  important  units  have  been  added.  Westmoreland 
Hall,  named  in  honor  of  the  birthplace  of  George  Washington,  Robert  E. 
Lee,  and  James  Monroe,  is  the  Senior  Dormitory.  This  brings  the  total 
number  of  our  dormitories  to  seven,  so  that  we  accommodate  over  a 
thousand  students  on  the  Campus.  The  other  unit,  the  Administration 
Building,  lovely  George  Washington  Hall,  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
around  Nov.  1.  This  building  contains  the  new  mirrored-column  ball 
room;  a  spacious  auditorium,  seating  1630  persons;  a  modern  stage  the 
equipment  of  which  includes  four  movable  rows  of  vari -colored  lights, 
twenty-six  back-  drops,  and  an  asbestos  curtain  which  bears  the  original 
coat-of-arms  of  George  Washington  on  it  in  color;  a  foyer;  a  broadcast- 
ing studio  and  radio  control  room;  speech  flinic;  movie  projection  room; 
offices  for  the  Administrative  Officers;  some  class  rooms  and  music 
practice  rooms;  and  a  roof  garden  which  overlooks  the  entire  Campus  and 
the  whole  of  the  city  of  Fredericksburg. 

The  enrollment  for  this  year  is  as  yet  incomplete.  For  the  session  of 
f38-'39  there  v/as  a  total  of  1,727  students  representing  33  states, 
Puerto  Rico,  Cuba,  Canal  Zone,  Guatemala,  and  District  of  Columbia. 

The  graduates  of  our  College  are  engaged  in  many  fields  of  the 
business  and  professional  world,  and  are  taking  an  important  part 
in  the  social,  religious,  and  political  life  of  their  respective 
communities. 

The  Alumnae  are  invited  to  visit  the  College  as  its  guests  at  any 
time,  especially  during  Commencement •  When  visiting  the  College, 
be  sure  to  register  in  the  Alumnae  Register  which  is  on  the  desk  of 
the  Alumnae  Secretary  in  Willard  Hall.  This  Register   should  Epakc  a 
valuable  record  for  our  Association. 


HISTORY  OF  OUR  ALIMIAE  ASSOCIATION 

Battlefield  1915: 

"Acting  on  the  suggestion  of  Gay  Wilson,  the  Alumnae,  who  are  teaching 
in  Richmond  and  vicinity  met  on  Dec.  18,  and  organized  themselves.  The 
following  officers  were  appointed  for  the  ensuing  ye^r:  Gay  Wilson, 
Pres.,  Ethel  Nash,  Vice-Pres.;  Pauline  Perry,  Sec;  Mae  Perrin.Tre. 
Members  were:  Helen  Phillips,  Anne  Henry,  Buford  Lyne,  Winnie  Walker, 
Mary  Deirhoi,  Mrs.  Nettie  Montgomery  Deadrick,  Beatrice  Ashley,  Clara 
von  Hofsten,  and  Belle  Pearce." 

Battlefield  1916: 

Gay  Wilson,  President,  writes  about  the  Richmond  Chapter:   "We  have 
quite  a  large  representation  in  Richmond,  and  from  all  I  can  hear  their 
Aliia  I  later  should  be  very  proud  of  them.11 

"At  the  Alumnae  Meeting  in  June,  1916,  it  was  decided  that  a  Students1 
Loan  Fund  be  started.  The  Alumnae  voted  for  the  year  1917  the  sum  of 
[jIOO   to  be  raised  solely  by  duos.  November  8  was  set  apart,  hence 
forth,  to  be  known  as  Annual  Alumnae- Dues  Day,  and,  within  the  space 
of  time  between  that  date  and  November  bl,  1917,  the  $100  was  sent  in 
to  the  Treasurer.

Battlefield  1917: 

The  Alumnae  Association  has  already  undertaken  and  accomplished  at 
least  "a  little  something"  for  its  Alma  Mater.  Each  year,  the  Alumnae- 
Association  has  held  reunions  and  given  at  Commencement  a  luncheon  or 
banquet  to  the  graduation  class,  and  has  hold  meetings  of  a  social  and 
business  character  at  the  State  Teachers*  Meeting  in  Richmond  for  the 
past  two  years
